He has 
to boy some article of which the retail price 
is 8 cents per lb ; ho wants a bit's worth, 
tondeia odo quarter pieue, and receives in 
change a ten-oent. piece or bit — thus pa)ing 
15 cents foi; 8"cenjB','iiTnith. This is not tho 
fault of I^Jie -tradesm currency, 
Tbe poor.maniwitb'tbBHiamiiy cannot get 
good and rairwAgeft.'qwii^^^ opmpetit'ioQ'for 
food B0d1iip,;^nd_sq,gets bit on both sides of 
the beisd at «noe. With what benevolent 
feelings must he look upon an outlay of money 
for highly rospeotable Uovernmcnt oiBoials 
who do, iiothlpg;,' and. extract their largo Bala« 
lieaifroffl ihe very intealioes of a mans lite.

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EsiTOR OoLONisT.— Con/ederstiioni iwilt 
before long be an apooniplialMd^faot^4'Fbat 
conanmmation is inevitable, and I think for 
this Oolony highly desirable. There is an 
old book which says; "Prove all tbioga, and 
bold fast that which ia good;" that injunotion 
ia fall of wisdom: it says, that every man 
should think for himself, and not allow an- 
other man lo think for him, and it is bacauto 
I think for myself that 1 have arrived at the 
above ooncilusioo. and hot because Confod- 
eiatioo is supported, and urged upon this 
oommnnity by Mr DeCosmos. I have dif- 
ferred in op[|{ipn iipon many occasions with 
that geDtleoaan^ thooght long ago, and I 
-jytaoiLililJf that'-B ome ofutb e measures wbiob 
have become law principally through bis 
instrumentality have proved deeply injurious 
to this Colony, and particularly to this com - 
munity;. but that fact or that opinion is no 
reason why I aboald oppose a measure which 
I believe to be good, merely beoauso Mr r>a- 
Cosmcd happens to be ol the sanio opinion, 
.Mr DeCosmog and others may or may -not in 
the event ol Confederation expect to obtain 
some ofTicial position ; if so, when the proper 
time arrives it is the bneioess of this cum- 
munity lo reject Mr DeOosmos, and srnd a 
better man jf they :oan -find one, aod.af they 
oan'i find al bettor man why sbiiiild he not bo 
sent to Ottawa? Some one -mast represent 
Victoria in tbe Dominion Parliament, and 
the people have the right of s^tlonT- There: 
are few residents in this 'corh'munity ezospt 
Ibe venerable Monitor, who would totally 
rajeot a measure, of itsself good, merely be- 
csusa the acceptance of that measure would 
probably enable Mr DeCosmos to obtain a 
position worth a few thousand dollars a year. 
Without entering fully into the merits of tho 
question, which timo and spaoe alike forbid, 
I cannot see how any thinking man can 
doubt that the immediate result of Confeder- 
ation would'be aVery material reduotion of 
taxation. We are nat '-present groaning 
beneath a load of taxation noder which we 
find onraelvea unable to stand nprigbt, a load 
that is alof^y bnf^i'oreiy 'VrQibrQg'BsUo the 
oarth, and before another, twelve mootba have 
elapsed, providing that the Imperial Govern- 
ment will not hold cs op, we will find onr- 
selvos prostrate in tbe Court of Baiikrup'.cy, 
There is no power within this Colony to 
prevcEt that result. So long as we retain 
our present aystem of Govern meat it is folly 
to expect any material raduccion of taxation, 
ar.d the revenue req'iired by Govo rnor Sey- 
mour we are tplally unable to pay, British 
Culambia is as necessary to. Canada lo enable 
berjc^-bg«ime^i^bation, as :onr. ad.missioi^ as a 
msmber oi that Oonfederationriis .neqeasaiy 
for onr political •alvation. Whether our 
immediate aedeptauee open tbe terms 
wa propose would pay Osaada is not 
the questioo, though I thiok it pays a very 
poor compliment to tbe judgrheot, adgociiy 
and patriotism of tho statesmou of Canada, 
men who are founding a nation, men who 
aim to shape that nation's destiny, to suppose 
for a moment tha*. they would stand and 
higgle like some patty pedlar over a few 
thousand dollars. Wo are sapposed to know 
what we want ; let us ask for admission upon 
tbe terms iwe .^slre^<^] i^bW^^^^ re- 
(ose^ieti nir aneiastrfenoiv.the gtonnda of re- 
faial. It ia jpoor philosophy when^ a man 
^wanfs'bireicl, toitii down, fold his'hands and' 
f bine. foj; what be may possibly have for the 
asking, to sit down and starve because bis 
friend across the way may possibly rcfuBa 
tiim a loaf of bread if ho requests it. Yui 
sucli was the philosophy t^iught by llic 
leaders ol the minority at the inettiiig of 
Wednesday evening. One word nbout ihiit 
meetiog — a meeting called for the purp080 ol 
devising some means of enabling this colony 
to become an integral part of the Dooiioi'jn 
of Canada ; ia fact lo lend our assisliuico ut 
the birth of a nation; a nation thai within 
a very few years will fly her own ll.ig, and 
long before fifty years her aavy will .nnlarl 
that flag on e ery nea. If ever tbejocossion 
imperatively lequired tbe most grave and 
earnest inquiry it was tbe meeting of Wed., 
nosd&y evoniog ; and when one goes there at 
the invitation of the Mayor, conscious of 
being entitled, upon snob on occasion, to 
have nothing set before usliut a wine of tbe 
finest vintage, it ia inoxpretsibly annoying to 
be compelled to partaks of a banquet of tablo 
boar, enriched as it was with table beer wii, 
8ucb as the mover of tho omendment npon 
that occasion favored us withi Upon such 
an occasion the bar-room politician ehoold 
stand aside and make way for men — calm, 
thinking, earnest men, possessed of a wisdom 
and gonia8~f(>le'n''Bbl»' tbem to grapple with 
and control tbe destioy of na*lioo8 ; a menial 
rapacity as Yaf Szcli^&iDg tbe bar^Viiom poll, 
tician as the sua at nboii>day axe^^eds Tn bril- 
liancy tbe moat radiant slnrjiiat glitters. 
And however unworthy tbe ocpaaion Mt 
Bull's oration proved to be, it was el'qoence 
itsolf compared to the torrent ol potty rpito 
and personal abu?e indulged io' by Mr 
Young. Whan ago and experience come be- 
fore us, unaocompanicd by wisdom, it only 
excites our commisscration ; but when Ihut 
ago and experioocu is not only without wis- 
dom, but is accompanied by all tho malig- 
nity ioberoDt in a malevolent nature, it 
excites not poly out cpmmisseralioo, but it 
meriU ,onr>odntempti .'Htd Mr Bail or Mr 
Young given ns one.iiDgle.argoment against 
Confederation, except tbe fkot that Mr De- 
Cosmos supports it, tbey abould both have
